It was Gerald Chaipman"s revenge,

Eaton faiuncr, paying him liberally 
for the (privilege and giving him the

Hance and his.wife were on their 


way to Indianapolis yesterday

ternoon when the Ford coupe bearing 
the two 
murderers, passed 
them 


along tlic road. Ojwning fire, the 
slayers K-ompelled 
them 
to 
stop. 


Hance juin|x*d from 
the 
'machine 


and grappled with Anderson 
and 


then ran into :i corn field. Several 
shots were fired at him and he fell 
after running nlbout twenty-five feet. 


His -.wife started running down the 


road and one shot,-which struck her 
in the back, ended her life. 


The slayers escaped in a south- 


western direction and were 
com- 


pletely lost trace of. Wolfe appeared 
at Hie IK line of his 
mother-in-law 


later in the night and was arrested. 
He bus reputedly declared his inno- 
cence and lias offered to prove bis 
whwaliouts during the entire time.

24 


Will Prepare Budget for 
1926 as 


Provided by Law and Act Defi-

SAME PLAN IN 
ALL UNITS 


The Rush county council has been 


called in special • session for 
Mon- 


day, August 24, to prepare a budget 
for 1920. At that time the council 
will decide on the amount of 
the 


appropriations for each fund 
and 


figure on a tentative tax levy for 
next year. Under the law, the coun- 
cil may not appropriate more 
than 


the budget calls for, at the annual 
meeting in September, .but may re- 
duce the budget appropriations if it 
sees fit. 


Tn the past no budget 
meetings 


have been held by the council,. the 
whole procedure having been 
at- 


tended to at the regular meeting in 
September when appropriations for 
the coming year are passed.. 


The same method is followed in 


the townships, the city and by the 
school corporation. The law says 
that they shall prepare a budget in 
August and that it shall be .published 
together with the proposed tax levy, 
which will give the taxpayers 
an 


opportunity to know what the plans 
of the taxing officials are 
"before 


they act definitely on fixing tax lev- 
ies for the coming year. ,

FOUNDED BY V. B. BODINE 


The sale of the Bodine Shoe store, 


112 West Second street, to the own- 
ers of the Anno store of this city, 
managed by D. J. Morgan, was an- 
nounced today, and with the passing 
of the pioneer shoe store, it 
dis- 


solves a firm that has been estab- 
lished here for 62 years. 
-The Bodine store was 
founded 


here in 1863 by the late V. B. Bo- 
dine, and was located in the room 
now occupied by the Kramer Meat 
market. In 1874 the location 
was 


changed to the store room in west 
Second street, where it is now con- 
tinued in business, making the shoe 
firm 51 years in its present loca- 
tion. 


The 'founder of the store was suc- 


ceded by his son, V. C. Bodine, who 
is now retiring from the business. 
The store has been owned 
contin- 


uously by the Bodine family since its 
founding in 1SG3, excepting three 
years, 1891 to 1894, when it was 
taken over by Simon Pink. V. C.

ducted a store in Connersville in 
1877 and 1878.

Engrossed Over Making a Living 


Rather Than Enjoying Leisure to 


Build a Life 


LECTURE AT CHAUTAUQUA 


Dr. John Thompson of Chicago Urg- 


es People to Use Their Spare 


Time in Profitable Way 


"We need more leisure, and pro- 


fitable use of our leisure time,'* de- 
clared Dr. John Thompson, pastor 
of the Methodist Temple in Chicago, 
who addressed a large audience Fri- 
day afternoon at the Bush County 
Chautauqua. 


Dr. Thompson stated that there 


was too much rush in business, land 
not enough time devoted to profit- 
able- leisure, to make-Hying "worth 
while 'for a great "many .people. In 
his position as pastor of the Meth- 
odist Temple church in Chicago, sit- 
uated in the heart of the loop dis- 
trict, he has been enabled to watch 
the progress of people in their daih- 
vortitions. 


He said a million and a half peo- 


ple are employed in the loop district 
each day, and he has watched them 
going to their work in the morning.

New York City for a 
visit, 
and 


w*as shown completely around

ity, being extensively

entertained. All of the time he re- 
fused to offer comment on the pro-i 
l*ress and style of the city. When he 
was in the station 
ready to leave 


for his home in the west, he was 
asked what he- thought 
of New 


York. He replied that the- 'people are 
too busy to make a life. 


The speaker stated that it was 


true today in most cases that people 
are too busy making a living, and 
not enjoying leisure to build a life. 
"Your .boy and my boy, and 
your 


girl and my girl," he said, "are in 
more danger in their leisure, than in 
their business, unless they make the 
proper use of their leisure." 


"There are three things that men 


do everywhere: he -prays, he pains 
and he plays. 'All three of them are 
direct diversions. Bach -is a part 
of the cycle of life intended for us," 
he said. 


He stated that the one time of 


leisure was meal time, and should 
be made profitable. He stated that 
he always planned a profitable con- 
versation for his family circle 
at 


meal time, and made the hour one 
worth while. He believed in joking 
and merriment.

His family has a large dog, and 


he said he knew if the dog could 
talk, it would say to him; "Master, 
why don't you tell me those jokes, 
and explain to me those things 
which causes merriment .at the ta- 
ble?" Musingly he would explain 
to the do? that "yon wouldn't un- 
derstand the jokes, even if I did ex- 
plain them to yon, and besides yon 
can't laugh." Man is the only crea- 
ture, endowed by God. he said, with 
the privilege of laughing, and that 
the muscles -were placed there for 
that purpose..
